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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on May 27, 
2003 has been entered. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in the United Kingdom on 04/12/2000. It is noted, however, that 
applicant has not filed a certified copy of the priority application as required by 35 
U.S.C. 119(b). 

Response to Amendment 

3. The amendment filed February 23, 2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The newly added 
description to paragraph [0020] of the specification lacks sufficient support in the 
originally filed specification. The originally filed specification and drawings fail to provide 
sufficient support for "the webbing loop is affixed to the top edge of the tubular body 
portion" and "its flexibility and relatively narrow width, combined with the weight of the 
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holstered tool, ensures that the holster always hangs vertically, even when the operator 
moves.". 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 8 as amended sets forth "only one 
flexible loop with an end thereof affixed to a top edge of the tubular body portion". The 
specification and drawings do not provide support for this limitation. 

Claims 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a flexible loop being attached to the tubular body 
portion, does not reasonably provide enablement for only one flexible loop with an end 
thereof affixed to a top edge of the tubular body as set forth in claim 8. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in 
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scope with these claims. The specification does not provide support for only a single 
loop with an end thereof affixed to a top edge of the tubular body as set forth in claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1 -6 and 8-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Johansen D 295,776. 

Johansen teaches a holder comprising a rigid tubular body with upper and lower 
openings and a cutaway section having a flared upper edge and a lower rounded notch 
(see figures 1 , 3 and 5), and a flexible loop attached to an upper edge of the tubular 
body portion (see figure 5, 6 and 9). 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 8-13 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
